The Hon. Gentleman Accepts the Re- 
sponsibility — A Popular Leader 
Chosen. 

He Was Sir John Thompson's Right 
Hand Man and Senior of the 
Cabinet. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Deo. 13.— About 10 o'olook to 
night Hon Mackenzie Bowell was oum- 
tnonod by His Excellency to meet him in his 
office in the Eastern blook, whithor 
ho at onco proceeded aud ho romained 
in consultation with His Excollonoy until 
U. Tho roault ct thiu interviow, 1 am 
ttuthorizsd toatate, waa that His Excellency 
informed him that after carefully consider 
iQg all the aspects of the situation, he had 
'lejidod to ask Mr. liowell if ho was pre- 
IHred to undertake and asaumo the re- 
sponsibility of forming a new cab- 
inet, Hon. Mr. Bowell roplied in 
efftct that, while fully realizing the difficul- 
ties of assuming so important a duty, ho 
could not, appreciating tho mark of oon- 
fi fence reposed in him by thiB rtquost, 
tieclino tho responsibility of acceding 
to it, and that ha would at tho first 
possible opportunity consult with his col- 
leagues and report to Hia Excellency at tho 
earliest possible moment. Hon. Mr. Howell 
'Hi .lad that as some of hia oolleaguea 
Would not) urrivo in tho city until next 
week, ho would havo to ask sulliciont time 
to enable him to consult with all those with 
whom ho had bcon associated. This 
request was roiulily acceded to by His Ex- 
cellency. 

[The above despatch Beta at rest tho 
speculations mentioned in thoBe printed bo 
low, oarlior received ] 

Speculation is rito to-night as to what 
turn tho political situation may take. A 
fair analysis of all that is said loaves one 
namo pre-eminent among thooe mentioned 
°n eligible for the premiership. That name is 
Mackenzie Bowell. Sir Charles Tupper and 
Mr. Foster aro alBO mentioned, but many 
here hold that tho former has been bo long 
away from Canada and out of the 
turmoil of political life, that it is 
hardly likely that ho will ho called 
upon to form a government. Mr. 
Foster's great ability ia generally concodod, 
but juBt now everybody asks what would 
Sir John Thompson havo dono had ho had 
the opportunity of nominating his Buooesaor 
beforo ho retlrod, and it ia thought Mr. 
Jowell would havo been his choice. The 
frequency with which Mr. Bowoll's name 
has croppod up to-day is after all natural. 
A leading Conservative speaking to night 
said no matter how tho facts are viewed 
The Minister of Trado and Commerce is 
easontially a stroDg man. Ho was Sir John 
Thompson's right hand man in the cabinet. 
At thedinner given toSlrThomaaMcIlwraith 
of Queensland, a fow months ago, tho late 
Fremior aptly described Mr. Bowell as 
" Canada's oldest and moat experienced 
8ta,toaman." Sir Frank Smith, one of the 
■Host respooted men in Canada, thinks Mr. 
Bowell ia tho man for the emergency. 

Tho morning train from tho West brought 
Sir Frank Smith, Hon. John Haggart, 
Hon, J. C Patterson, and Mr. Montague, 
M. P. On tho same train wero I ho two Bona of 
tho late Premier, John Thompson and JoBeph 
Thompson. Tho two young men immodiatoly 
repaired to their homo. It was, indeed, a 
sad home-coming for them. Later in the 
morning Sir Frank Smith called upon Lady 
Thompson and offered his sinoerest con- 
dolences. Tbo noon train from New York 
brought Sir A. P, Curon to iho city, while 
about tho same time Htm. Mr. Ouimotcame 
up from Montreal. Both gentlemen had a 
lo D f,' confurinco with Hun. Mr. Bowell dur- 
ing tho morning. Hon. Mr. Angora ia ex- 
pected here to morrow, and Sir C. H. Tup- 
per will return to tho city next Tuesday, ho 
having cancelled all bis engagements in tho 
Weet and loft Now Westminster direct for 
Oltuwa yosterday. 

A NATIONAL TESTIMONIAL. 

l'li« Canadian Public Asked to Create it Fund 
for Lady Thompson— The state Funeral, 

Ottawa, Dec. L3. — (Spooial) — With a 
thougbtf ulness whioh must oommond itstilf 
O tho Canadian people, and bo greatly ap- 
preciated by Lidy Thompson aud family, 
the Imperial government to day, through 
His Excellency tho Guvornnr -General, 
olfered to have tbo remains c f tho late 
Freroier conveyed to Canada on a British 
man-of-war. Tlio aecoptanco of this pro- 
posal would preclude the proposed Btato 
function at Ottawa, but, in viow 
of tho great honor involved in it, 
arid no a matter of convenience, tho offer com- 
minded itself to tho judgment of the minis- 
tors. They felt, however, that it was for 
Lady Thompson to indicate her wishoa, and 
accordingly Hon. Mr. Bowell aud Hun. Mr. 
Curran waited upon her ladyship this evon- 
ing and talkod tho matter over with hor. 
As it reault of tills conversation Lady 
Thompson has accepted the honor aud tho 
intelligence has been flaahod to the Ad- 
mirulty. Tho body will theroforo be con- 
veyed on H. M, S. Blenheim direct to Hall- 
fas and tho state fuuoral will tako place in 
that city. 

His Kxc&llency the Governor-General and 
Lady Aberdeen arrived from Montreal at 
1 :.'!() this afternoon. They immodiatoly 
drove to Lady Thompson's residenco, and 
after Hia Excellency had spent Bomo min- 
utp B with Lady Thompson, be loft for his 
oflico in the Eastern block. Tho Countess of 
Aberdeen, howevor, romained with Lady 
Thompson for ovor two hours, after 
which she proceeded to Kidoau cot- 
tage, tho residonco of Mr. Gordon, His 
Excollonoy'a secretary. Lord Abcrdoen 
eponb an hour or ao with his seorolary with- 
out communicating with any outsiders. 
Shortly beforo four o'olock Mr, Gordon went 
over to Mr. Bowell'a oflico and was cloeoted 
with him for about ten mlnutos. At about 
half.pnBt four Hon. Mr. Bowell visttod tho 
Eastern bloak and had an interviow with 
His Excellency. Many mattora, it is under- 
stood, were talkod over, among them boing 
the arrangements for tho funoral. 

Aftor tho mooting was ovor tho nows- 
paper correspondents were invited into the 



office of the President of tho Privy Coanoil, 
when Hon. Mr. Ives made tho following an- 
nouncement : " At our mooting this afcer- 
noon the condition of Lady Thompson and 
her family, from a pecuniary point of view, 
was considered, and it was decided that 
their circumstances were such as to justify 
the colleagues of tho late Sir John Thomp- 
son to ask for a national subscription to 
create a fund for the support of the widow 
and family. Hon. Mr. Bowell and I were 
appointed a oommittee to carry out the pro- 
jeot. Our first step was to nek tho Finance 
Minister to act as treasurer in the meantime, 
until tho subscribers appointed trustees to 
Invest and manage tho fund. The form of 
subscription should be suoh that any amount 
subscribed Bhould bo payable into tho Bank 
of Montreal or any nf itsi agencies, to the 
crodit of Hon. Geo. E. Foster. It is not 
desired that a largo sum should bo con- 
tributed by any ono perBon, so much as that 
it should bo subscribed to generally by tho 
Canadian people, Wo ask the public to 
take tho matter in hand at onco and trust 
that in ovory part of tho Dominion our 
citizens will contribute their mito towarda 
this very laudable object." 

From the friend) of tho lato Premier it 
was loarucd to day that ho had very little 
insurance. Ho hud two policies only, ouo of 
$5,000 and tho other of SI 000. It appears 
that just boforo ho loft for England an agent 
of ono of tho large Canadian companies 
called on him and urged him to take out a 
large polioy. The Premier, it is Btatod, ud 
mitted that ho carried very little insurance 
and soemed disposed to go into tho matter, 
but owing to pressure of buBincsB beforo his 
departure he put tho coEeidorution off, and 
finally informed tho agent that he bad not 
time to look fully into it and would have to 
leavo it until ho roturned from Eiigland. 
Nothing was, therefore, done. 

Messages of condolence oontinuo to arrive 
from all parts of tho world. Among tboao 
received wero dispatches from Earl Jersey, 
Earl Derby and Sir Oliver Mowat. Lord 
Aberdeon made a suitable reply to Hor Ma- 
jesty's telegram of sympathy. 

Lieut. -Governor Dowdnoy wired Hon. 
Mr. Bowell to-day as follows : 

" PloaBO convoy my deop sympathy to my old 
colleagues at tho great loss wo havo all sus- 
tained by tho Premier's death. Hir O. H. Tup- 
por received tbo nows yesterday, whon about 
closing a moBt successful vlelt nealing many 
old soros. Ho left for Ottawa at onco. 

"(Signed) K, UEWDNKX " 
A telegram from tho Vancouver Board of 
Trado was oIbo received, 

Toronto, Dec. 13.— (Special)— Tho Em- 
pire Is in a position to state that tho politi- 
cal situation waa dieouascd at the oabineb 
meeting at Ottawa to-day, but Lord Aber- 
deen has not yet Intrusted anyone with the 
duty of forming a government. While the 
Governor-General and Mr, Bowell wero to- 
gethor tho other members of the late minis- 
try were summoned, All were presont, in- 
cluding Solioitor-General Curran and tho two 
controllers, save Sir Charles H. Tuppor, Sir 
John Carling and Hon. Mr, Angors. The 
ministers wero in conoUve for over two 
hours. 



NEWFOUNDLAND'S POSITION. 

OltJcctlon to Great Britain Assisting the Col- 
onial Credit— Grave Charges Aeulnst 
llou. Sir. Wkltewuy. 

London, Dec. 13.— The Morning Post 
will Bay to-morrow : " lb is difficult to see 
how the Imperial government would be 
justified in spending the taxpayers' monoy 
to support tho credit of an autonomous 
colony. Tho obligations havo been incurred 
with all tho responsibility of self-govern- 
ment, and must be mot by local taxation. 
If this bo impossible it will bo necessary to 
consider tho advisability of altering tho 
present system of administration. If it 
were only a question ot money, much might 
bo forgiven." The Post will then comment 
upon the recent political scandals us proving 
the political inaptitude of tho colonists and 
will acoueo them of failing to do their duty 
towards Groat Britain by doolining to ro- 
cognize undoubted French rights thus creat- 
ing a- difficulty botweou friendly natious. 
The Post adds : "Tho Newfoundlanders 
will havo only themselves to blumo if the 
government bo driven to tako strong mcu- 
sureB to end tho almost intolerable situa- 
tion. " 

St. John's, Nfld., Dec 13 — It is now re- 
garded as Impossible for tho Union bank, 
which it wus announced eoveral nuya ago 
had closed temporarily, to resumo opera- 
tions. Should this be tho case, however, no 
loss would be sustained by tho depositors 
or noteholders, Tho property of the share- 
holders will bo sacrificed to assure 
such a result. To accomplish this tho bankB 
of Nova Scotia and Halifax havo oont 
two representatives on tho stoatnor Bar- 
celona to render whatever assistance ia 
possible Largo consignments of specie ure 
alao on the way horo, and It is hoped that 
t hia will help to restore public confidence. 
A public movement will shortly bo in- 
ausurated to devise means for procuring 
food for those impoverished people who are 
without any prospects of obtaining employ- 
ment thia winter. 

Tho nowepapora bore charge ex-Premier 
Whitoway, solicitor of the suspended Com- 
mercial bank, with trying to transfer his 
shares in that institution to an irrespon- 
sible relative on Saturday, and suy that 
whon tho transfer was rofused ho drew a 
cortifiod chock for $5,500 and deposited the 
Bame in a savings bunk ; this being done, 
tho papers ullego, when tho ox-Premior 
must havo been awaro of tho Commercial 
bank'B condition. 

Tho now government will consist of Hon. 
Joseph Greonaway, attorney.goneral ; Aug- 
uBtua Harvoy, without portfolio; WIULm 
Horwood, coloniul eecrotury j Patrick Scott, 
recoiver-genorol, and Jabez Thompson, aur- 
voyor-genoral. 

London, Dec. 13, — Tlio£])jily Ohroniclo 
will say " It is natural that tho Newfound- 
landers, who have battled for autonomy, 
should resist as long ua possible a rotro- 
grado Btep, but they must in aomo way do 
something to lift tho colony out of the slough 
of despondency into which the pollticiaua 
havo thrust hor. If they will not roturn to 
the position c f a crown colony, t hero ia ono 
alternative, union with Canada, thatiaif Can- 
ada is willing at a timo when Newfoundland 
a in tho midst of trouble Tho problem 
must bo faced openly and resolutely."

LATEST HONORS. 



Canada's Deceased First Minister the 
Object of Imperial Consid- 
erations. 



Removal of the Remains From Wind- 
sor Castle-Her Majesty's Per- 
sonal OlHces. 



The Body to Be Conveyed to Halifax 
on a British War- 
ship. 



London, Dec. 1,'!.— Tho body of Sir John 
Thompaon, late Promlor of Canada, wbb 
placed in a coflin late last evoning and was 
removed to u room in tho Clarence Tower, 
Windsor Caatlo. Thereatmidnightarequiom 
mass wao celebrated by Rov. Father Long, 
iooto, vicar of St. Edward's church, Wind- 
sor. About eighty persona wero present. 
Among them woro Sir Charles Tupper, who 
had beon summoned by tho Queen immodi. 
atoly after alio learned of Sir John's death ; 
Lord Pelham Cliuton, maBter of the 
Queen's household ; numerous other 
mombsrs of tho Boyal household and sev- 
eral colonial officials who had accompanied 
Sir Charles Tupper from London. The ser- 
vice lasted an hour and a quarter. The 
body was then taken to tbo Marble Hall. 
Early this morning tho Queon received Sir 
Charles Tupper, and with him Sir Henry 
PonBonby, and made a fow arrangemonta as 
to tho special detaila of tho funeral services 
in Windsor. It was Her Majesty's order 
that the removal of tho body to tho station 
should be mado with some of tho ceremoniea 
of Btate. Shortly after ten o'clock Hor 
Majesty, accompanied by her secretary, 
went in a wheel chair to the hall where the 
body lay, and with hor own hands placed on 
tho coffin a wreath of laurel and white flow- 
era bearing the words : "A mark of sincero 
regard from Victoria." 

At noon the custlo boll began to toll. The 
bells of the village soon joined in. The peo- 
ple of the town gathered along tho Castle 
hill and the streets loading to the railway 
station. Flags fluttered at half-mast and 
emblems of mourning wero hung from many 
of the windowB. At tho station tho town 
officers and otherB had gathored in small 
groupB to pay their last respects to the late 
Premier, Tho apodal train, the locomotive 
heavily draped with blaok and tho curtains 
drawn, had been mado up and was ready 
at 11:30 o'olook. There waa some 
delay at the castle. Several carriages were 
driven hurriedly up the slope and through 
the gate. At 12:30 an officer walked down 
the street asking tho crowds to stand back. 
They obeyed in sllenco and tho roadway was 
clear. The officers returned to tho oastlj 
and almost Immediately tho hearso came out 
of tho Henr VHIth gate and with a Bhort 
line of carriages proceodod round the oostle 
groUndB to tho railway station. The moment 
the hearBe appoarod the Btato charac 
ter of the ceremoniea woe appar- 
ent. In front of tho black horses 
walked four men carrying the coffin lid, 
from whioh the wreaths had been removed 
and placed on a large oropo covered board. 
The guard turned out and presented arma as 
the hearao passed the gate. Behind the 
hearse camo tho carriages oocupiod by Sir 
Charles Tuppor, the official repreaentative 
of the Canadians mourning for thoir lost 
premier. In tho next carriage was Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, tho Quoen's private secre- 
tary, and on this occasion her personal repre- 
sentative. Behind him rodo Lord Pelham 
Clinton, master of Her Majesty's household. 
Dr. Jamos Reid, who waa with Sir John 
when he died, and all tho membera of the 
houaohold who could bo eprred from their 
official duties. 

Mlas Thompson, tho lato Premior's daugh- 
ter, rode in a cloao carriage She wont to 
Windsor early thia morning all but pros- 
trated with griof and tho euddennesB of the 
shock. Tho Queen stood in tho window 
above St. George's Gateway to witness tho 
departure of tho procession. To tho wreath 
placed by hor on the coffin sbo bad uddod at 
tho moment ono of laurel alone, to be laid 
on the coffin as it wob removed to the 
hearso, and to lio on it throughout the voy- 
age across the Atlantic. The card attached 
to thia wroath horo in Her Majesty's own 
hondwriting worda expressive of hor grief 
and sympathy with Lady Thompson. 

As tho four horses, plumed and hoavily 
draped, drew tho hoarao down Caotlo hill 
tho crowds uncovored and atood without 
sound or motion. At tho atatfon Sir Charles 
Tuppor assisted MIbs Thompson from hor 
carriage. Sho wbb thickly veiled, almost 
beyont recognition. Tho city authorities 
uwuitod with burod heads tho arrival of tho 
procession and exchanged in subduod tonoa 
tho few neceaaury courtoties. The wreaths 
sent by Sir Charles Tupper and other por- 
aonal and official friouds of tbo lato Premier 
were placed in tho railway carriage with tho 
body. Tho Queon'a two wroattiB woro 
placed on the coffin. Lord l'olhum Clinton 
and Fathor Longinoto took tho Bamo car- 
riage aa tho Canadian High Commissioner. 
MIbs Thompson rodo with two ladios who 
had accompanied her from London to Wind- 
sor. 

Tho arrangements, as mado at Windaor, 
wore that tho body should bo taken to tho 
Puddington station in London, thence to tho 
embalmera and ovontually to St. James 
church, in Spanish Placo, whoro requiom 
maaa will bo colebratod to-morrow. 

Tho certificates given by Dr. Rold, who 
was with Sir John whon he died, and Dr. 
Travera, who had attended him for noveral 
weeka, agreed in atating tho cuibo of doath 
aa syncope, hence no inquest will bo hold. 

Aa hud been arranged in Windsor tho 
body was taken dirootly from tho Padding- 
ton station to tho ombulmer who was in- 
structed to havo it ready, if poaaiblo, for ro- 
moval to Southampton to-morrow evoning. 
The arrangements for tho removal are still 
incomplete. 

Tho mourning for Sir John Thompaon is 
widespread and aincoro.

Rowland ia situated at the head of Trail 
creek, and within half ft mile of the gold 
mines now shipping ore. The Red Moun- 
tain railway, under charter fr°m the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia, w ill run from 
here to tho international boundary to join a 
lino projected from Northport ; and tho 
Canadian Pacific railway have also surveyed 
a xonte from Robson, at the mouth of 
Kootenay river to this point, and will oom- 
pete for trade in the near future. This is 
one of the oldest camps in the district, and 
«i tbe output carrieB gold and copper In 
paying quantities, important developments 
nave beon made within tho laflt year or two. 
The mineral— which contains much iron and 
little silica — la being largely competed for 
by the smelters of Tacoma, Everett, Butte, 
Helena aud Groat Falls. The country rook 
ia mostly syenite ; the ore master runB In 
veins Bimllar to those at Butte, improving 
in quality and oxtent aa depth is gained. 
The great want of the camp is the erection 
tl works for the flmelting out of a copper 
matte to handle the enorm DU s masses of 
gold ore of moderate grade, and it is prob- 
able that thia want will bo met at an early 
date. Tbe following are some of the load- 
ing properties in the camp : The Le Roi, 
War Eagl--, Joaie, Nickel Plato, o K., Iron

TREATMENT OF LUNATICS- 

To the Editoh : —After reading the re- 
port of the commissioners appointed to in- 
quire into the state of affaira of the West- 
minster asylum, I was both surprised and 
horrified to loarn that such a state of affairB 
existed, It ia dreadful to think that people 
who are ao unfortunate ub to lose their 
reason (the greatesb of all xlllictions in my 
estimation) should be aubjeot to such 
physical torture. There muab be sad mis- 
management somewhero, and it ia to be 
hoped that the proposed reform will oome 
into effeot Bpeedily. During five yoara ex- 
perience in ono of tho largeBt asylums in 
England, whero there were over two 
thousand patients, I never saw auoh a 
thing aa a strut jacket or any of the 
implements mentioned in the roports 
used. The only kind of restraint UBod was 
the padded room, and then on attendant was 
stationed to watch the pationt. And even 
this was rarely resorted to. If a patient bo 
came violently excited, two and sometimes 
three stalwart attendants were told off to 
look after him or her, and, with the holp of 
some composing draught administered by 
the houBe-Burgeon, who alwayB visited the 
wards at least twice a day, the patient 
URually became quiet without the aid of any 
of theso instruments of torturo as I call 
them. What must be the feeling of thoso 
people whon they read tho commissionorB, 
report, who may have somo near relative, a 
wife or husband, mother or fathor, confined 
in the asylum, when with a little practical 
knowledge of the manBgemont noceBBary in 
such cases, all this could be avoided !

In a year's tlmo tho filter bods 
will havo to bo dug up, and tho result will 
bo filter beds too small to do tho work of 
downward filtration and tho porpotuation 
of existing nuisances. The council has on 
hand tho building of cesspools instead of 
filters.

London, Doo. 1.'! — A C»pe Town diapatoh 
says slight ehooka of ourthquake were felt 
there yesterday morning. 

The Bourse Gazatte Bays the now Rueaian 
loan haa been enbaoribcd forty timee in ox- 
teas of the aum required. 

In the Frenoh chamber of deputies to-day 
Vice-President De Maby dolivorod an eulogy 
upon tho late President Burdeau. ' Twonty 
thousand francs were voted fjr tho purposo 
of giving tho timer ii of ISurdeau a national 
character. The chamber then adjourned 
out of respect for the dead. 

Jean Maoo, the French litorattour, dird 
to d»y. 

fflha dieijuooion of tho budget -A'*a resumod 
in "the Garmari 'eiolntag to-day, After 
Beveral speeches, tho majority voted to p'^o 
tho debate. Herr Bebel, eocialiat, vehem- 
ently protested against tho closure, aayiut 
that io was reaoried to iu order to shut off 
the socialists. 

Prince B amatck haa wtliton u cordial 
letter thanking tho mayor of DroeoVu for 
the proposal to erect a statue to him in that 
city. Ha Buys : "Tho numoroua tokens of 
good-will that havo boon received from 
Saxony in recent yeara havo given me 
peculiar pleasure as evidence of the vitality 
of tho imperial idea." It ia said that tho 
prince will return homo iu a few duya and 
will entertain Chancellor Hohenlohe during 
the Christmas reoesB. 

The committee of tho reichatag to which 
tho matter waa roforrod haa njectod the 
proposal to prosecute Liebknecnt for hia 
censure of the governmont and tho Kaiser. 

An clli;ial of tho colonial cilijo stated to 
day that tho government of Newfoundland 
haa asked tho home government for asaiat- 
auco to weather the fiaaucial acorm. " Noth- 
ing has been done in the matter," ho said. 
" Such an appeal from a solf-govorniDg col- 
ony was unprecedented. Tho government 
would bo unable to take action in the mat- 
ter without tho authority of parliament." 
One of tho managora of tho Union bank said 
to-day that the Union bank of Newfound- 
land had always stood well with them. He 
expretaed hia amazement that tho b»nk 
should have ullowod itself to run abort of 
apocio. 

Tho Journal of St. Potorsburg publishea a 
communication from tho Porto absolutely 
denying that any unarmed perBons were 
killed in Armenia. On tho contrary, it ia 
said the utmost kindness was shown the 
revolutionists. It is believed in St. Peters- 
burg that the Armenian complaints have 
probably been much exiggorated. 

The income tax bill has passed its second 
reading with a majority of 12 in the Mel- 
bourne (Victoria) legislature. 

A strike of coal minors is probable in 
Now South Wales owing to a roduotiou of 
wageH. 

The members of the Goodrldge Govern- 
ment, Newfoundland, havo resigned their 
portfolios. An effort waa made by them to 
form an amalgamation with tho party led 
by ex-Premier Sir Wm. Whiteway, but an 
unanimous consent to such an arrangemont 
could not be obtained, and, aa a result, the 
ministers have laid down their offices. It ia 
expected that a government composfid of 
Whitewayites will be selected. The White- 
wayites declare that they will bo able 
to Btraighten out Newfoundland's pre- 
sent difficulties within a few daya. 
Ttnir organ, tho Telegram, announces 
that they can raise a government loan 
and placo the finances of tho colony ou a 
Round baBia within a week. A sesaion of tho 
legislature for Saturday next has been sum- 
moned in the Gazette. The financial out- 
look to day is substantially unchanged. 
Everything is in a state of collapso, trade is 
at a standstill, and nearly ove»y working- 
man in the city ia without employment. 
The few ooncerns that aro still keeping their 
operatives at work aro paying thorn their 
wages in provisions in lieu of cash. The 
Union Bank is still dosed, but the prospeat 
of its surviving grows brighter. It haa re- 
ceived telegraphic offers of support from a 
number cf large Lindon binka. 

In tho Reichatag Herr Liobknooht said 
that a capitalistic Btato was unchristian 
and contained tho sources of all immorality. 
It was not tho social democracy, but the 
corrupt Bocial ByBtem which ueodod reform 
Nothing in tho existing conditions can 
justify the proposed repieubiv-o legislation. 

The United Presa correspondent has 
learned from a credible sourco that the 
documents submitted by Signor Giolitti io 
connection with the Banca Romana to the 
parliamentary commission do not com- 
promise tho present ministers Premier 
Crispi had a locg audieuco with tho King 
and obtained permission to diosolvo parlia- 
ment in case now political oonllicts should 
render thia courso desirable. 

Two oarthquukes shook Leghorn on 
Wednesday morning and light tremors were 
felt in tho afternoon. 

Tho Standard's Constantinople corres- 
pondent Eiiys that the commission appoint- 
ed to inquire Into tho Armenian outrages 
haa reached Etzinghian, where it mot Rc-kki 
Pasha. It is doub ful whether the members 
will proceed much further, aa the roada are 
blocked with Bnow. The , correspondent 
adds: "Probably months will elapse befuro 
tho report will bo made." 

Sullivan and Btrnand's now comic opera 
" The Chieftain," produced at the Savoy in 
LondoD, wan received enthusiastically and 
many numbers were encored. 1'ho tonery 
waa magnificent. Sir Arthur Sullivan con- 
ducted tho orchestra, and after tho last oui- 
tain ho responded to tho tumultuous calls 
by appearing arm-in-arm with tho libret- 
tist, Mr. Burnand. 

TYPHOID IN LONDON. 

ltB Origin Traced to the Cultivation and Con- 
sumption of Water (Jrcss. 

London, Dec. 13.— Tho origin of tho 
typhoid fever epidemic that has raged in 
this city for several month*, and which has 
bulllud aliko tho health authorities and pri- 
vate phyBiciuns, is now belioved to havo 
been discovered. A short distanao out of 
L-jndon is a tract of land of ovor ono hun- 
dred acres devoted exclusively to tho rais- 
ing of water oreas, of which the Kngliah 
poople, poor as well as rloh, aro groat con- 
sumers. A few daya ogo a delegation of hoalth 
oflioiala, beliovirg that thoy had traced a 
conneotion botween this epidemic and tho 
ubo of this creaa aa food, paid a visit to this 
farm, and mado tho extraordinary discovory 
that the water that llowed through tho 
ditches for tho propagation of tho orosa was 
strongly pormoatbd with aowago, and that, 
conBequoatly, tho gorms woro absorbed by 
tho plant, ond thus woro likoly to bo oom- 
munioatod to tho individual partaking of tho

JAPANESE CRUELTIES, 

Charges That the Victors Perpetrated Atroci- 
ous Outrages In Port Arthur- 
Story Denied. 

New York, Dec. V.I.— A cablo to tho 
World from Yokohama Siys the Japanese 
troops ontered Port Arthur, November 21, 
and massacred practically the eutiro popu- 
lation in oold blood. Uafensolesa and un- 
armed people wore butohorod iu their 
housoe, and the bodies were unspeakably 
mutilated. There was an unrestrained 
reign of murder, which continued three 
days. Tho whole town wob plunderod with 
appalling atrocities. It waa tho first stain 
upon Japanese civilization. Tho Japanese, 
in this instance, relapsed into barbarism. 
All pretense that tho circumstances justi- 
fied tho atrocitios is falBO. Tho civilizid 
world will be horrified by tho detaila. 
Foreign correspondents, horrified by the 
spectacle, left tho army in disguat. 

Washington, Doc 13.— The following 
statement has been issued from tho Japanese 
legation : 

" Tho Japanese minister expreBsoa the 
strongest diebelief in tho reports of atrocitiea 
said to havo been committed by the Japan- 
ese troops at Port Arthur. Tho reputation 
of Marshal Oyama, whose orders to his 
troops against excoasos of any kind were of 
the strictest naturo, and the discipline main- 
tained in the Japaneso army, in his opinion, 
renders such a state of things impossible. 
Ha believes, therafore, that theao reports 
of JapaneBe cruelty are greatly exagger- 
ated, and thinks that tho official report 
of what has roally happened, which will 
certainly bo made public, will prove them 
to be bo. The legation has aa yet 
no definite advicea on tho subject beyond a 
report that a numbor of Japanese laborers 
who had been armod with swords for their 
own protection ontered the town during the 
battle ond woro guilty of some exceaa. 
After the fighte at Kinohow and Talienwan 
the Japanoae dead were found decapitated 
and otherwise horribly mutilated. It is 
possible that the Japaneso laborers, in- 
flamed by these atrocitios and intoxicated 
with liquor found in the town, may havo 
done the thing* alleged while tho fight was 
going on, but. of this tho legation report 
their disbelief and aro certain that tho oul- 
prita will bo summarily and quickly dealt 
with." 

LAST WEEK'S GALES. 

Eougk Experience of the "Farailon " and Other 
Pad lie Coast Vessels-Lives Lost. 

San Francisco, Doo. 13. — Vessels of tho 
largo fleet detained by the storm lor several 
days in Northern ports, aro beginning to ar- 
rive and all bring atorios of galea and rough 
seas. The steamer Farallon, which came 
into port laBt night, suffered sovercly. One 
of her paaseugorB was killed and several of 
her crow were Boverely injured by the hoavy 
seas breaking ovor tho vessel. Storms were 
oncountered ever Binco the veeBel loft Capo 
Flattery on her way from Puget Sound 
ports. Tho gale reached ita height on Fri- 
day night. Ita upproach was heialdod by a 
squall which throw tho steamor ulmoet on 
her beam ends. Tho quartermaster, named 
HarriDg-on, was at tho wheel at the time, 
and as tho sea struck tho veaaol, tho forco 
against tho ruddor waa more than he could 
hold and the Bpokes of tho wheel went Hy- 
ing out of hiB grasp. His baud was caught 
in tho rapidly revolving wheel and several 
bones woro broken and his shoul- 
der dislocated. During tho night tho 
wind shifted from S.W. to S E., 
and tho soa became so heavy that tho ves- 
sel waB forced to hoavo to, and for moro than 
ten hours remulnod out at Bea unabla to 
continue on her course. ICirly on Sunday 
morning u heavy Boa broko on tho deck. 
Ae it heaved up under tho bulwarks one of 
the puaseijgors named Frank Hoyman camo 
out from tho companionway to tho deck. 
Tho mountain of water caught him with ita 
full forco and washed him againat tho 
combing of tho hatch and then dashed him 
ugainBt tho pilot house. His skull wa« 
crushed and ho was injured iuternally. 
That evening ho died. Hoyman was a Ger- 
man, and boarded 'ho vessel at Tacoma, 
Tho samo wave n»u,ht a sailor named A. 
Sanuiolaon anil .irow him against the 
cabin, bruising him seriously A forco of 
water smashed in the windows of tho pilot 
houso, and tho flying glass cut tho man at 
the wheol ao sovercly thai he could not 
continue at work. 



INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Proposal For Peaceful Settlements Among All 
American Peoples. 

Washington, Deo. 13. — Robert Trethaine 
aDd Dr. Trublook, roprosonting tho Inter- 
national Peaoo aooloty, wero at tho depart- 
ment of atato yesterday with tho object of 
inducing tho U.S. govornmont to attempt to 
revive tho Bchome broachod before the pan- 
American congroaa for a treaty providing 
that all differences between American na- 
tions bo fettled by arbitration. Most of 
tho oountrioB in tho congroaa wero disposed 
to adopt thn mothod, but a few aggressive 
Countries, like tho Argontine and Chili, op. 
poeod it. Although tho United States 
would havo tho moat to gain from auoh a 
treaty, no effort has boon mado to oany out 
tho project.

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

We aro glad to Bee that the women's ward 
in the Westminster Asylum hus been kept 
in better order and is greatly more home- 
like than any other part of tho Institution. 
Tho Commissioners say : 

C ia the women'a ward, and ia the bright- 
est and leaat priaou-like in the ABylum. In 
thia ward all but three patients wore em- 
ployed in acrubbieg, waahing olothea or 
sewing. The preaenoo of a few books and 
newapaper8 and flowering planta gave the 
place a more home-like appearance than we 
found anywhero elae. But even here the 
walla require cleaning, and their monotony 
ought to bo broken by a few colored pio- 
turoa at leaBt in tho day room. 

The Matron ovidently did what aho could 
to make the eurroundinga of tho women 
patients decent and comfortablo and their 
lives pleasant. We find these paaaages in 
the Report : 

In the female ward wo noticed that the 
dining tabloa were covered with clean white 
table clotha, and tho eupe and aaucera were 
of orockery instead of enamel ware. There 
woro no knives and forks in uao. The two 
nuraea dine in tho ward after tho patients 
have finished, and two of tho patients have 
their meals with them. 

The female patients at timoa repair to tho 
recreation hall upataira, whioh ia furniahed 
with a piano, und decorated gayly with the 
fl»ga of all nationa, the work of tho patients 
themaolvea under the direction of the mat- 
ron. Here thoy dance to music aupplind 
by ono of thoir number at the piano. We 
Witnessed one of theBO entortaiumenta, and 
wero favorably impreaBcd with I he good or- 
der maintained and with tho cfl'orta of tho 
matron and her aaBiatanta to brighten tho 
lot of the pationts undor their charge In 
dull and rainy weather tho foinalo pationtB 
also umuBo themselves hero by having a 
game of football in tho afternoons. Tho bull 
is Boft, but the game ia much eDjoyod and 
affords excellent exercise. 

Thia ia aa it ought to bo, and leada ua to 
beliovo that under a moro onlightcned and a 
moro humane management thoro would bo 
very little , to deairo in tho treatment 
of the female patienta, With regard to a 
vory important requirement that had been 
completely loat sight of by the malo attond- 
antfl, tho Mutron'a conformity to tho rulea 
ia moat praiaoworthy. Wo seo by tho report 
that :— 

The Matron keeps a journal noatly and 
well up to dato, and in it are recorded 
noticos of restraint, soclusion and punish- 
ment. TIub journal is open for inapootion 
by tho Medical Superintendent. 

If tho other officials of tho Asylum had 
conformed to the regulation requiring thorn 
to koop a rocord of tho datea at which re- 
strainta woro usod and punishmonta admin- 
istered tho work of the CommiBBionbra 
would havo boon much easier and ita result 
would havo boon groatly moro satisfactory 
than it ia for all oonnootod with the manage- 
ment of the Aaylum. Such a rocord honestly 
and intelligently kopt would have actod aa a 
check on paaaionato and unfeeling attend- 
antfl. Tho knowlodgo that a record in black 
and white must bo kopt of tho troatmont 
tho.t tho patients had received, open to tho 
inapootion of tho authoritloa, would havo a 
restraining ii,fluonoo on cruol and reckless 
attondanta. If tho Modioli Superintendent 
had carefully attoudod to thia part of hie 
duty and rigidly inaiatod upon a rocord of 
all tho details of tho application of restraints 
and tho infliction of punishments being kopt 
it would be euaior to overlook blfl other aina of 
omiaaion. With this record boforo him ho 
could hardly pormit irregularities to go on 



LORD JERSti'SRlcPORT. 

An outliuo of tho report of Lord Jereoy, 
who represented Groat Britain at-.'.tho 
Ottawa conference, baa been telegraphed to 
thia aide of tho Atlantic. Ho U evidently 
favorable to tho objoctB of the conference. 
Ho Beea diilioultioB in tho way of eetabllah- 
ing preferential tariff botweon Groat Britain 
and her coloniea, but it la cloar that ho bo- 
lievoa that tho colonies should havo the 
powor to enter into trade arrangements 
with each other independently of 
tho Mother Country. Troatiea which 
Groat ,Britain haa made with Bonio 
of the foroign nationa provent her 
from taking advontago of any trado prefer- 
ences which tho colonioa may givo oacb 
othor, but thia Eia Lordship aeema to think 
ahould not provent her extending to the col- 
onioa tho powers thoy are dosiroua to obtain. 

It can bo gathered from what he Bays that 
thoro ia no immediate prospect of Great 
Britain and tho coloniea entering into trade 
arrangomonta in which they discriminate in 
favor of each othor as agaiuat all non-British 
^countrioa. 

Lord Jersey io altogether in favor of thorc 
being moro and hotter mail facilities be- 
tween tho different parts of the Kinpire, and 
ho conaidora that money spent in attaining 
that object will bo, from an Imporial point 
of viow, woll invested, For iDfltaucc, he be- 
lieves in tho faat Atlantic aervico and ho 
makes light of the objectiona that are urged 
agaiuat it. 

Ho ia ulao favorable to the 1'acilic 
oahle. Ho considers that the beBt 
route ia that by Nockar Island. 
It ia oaay to too that he thinka it 
doairablo that for Imperial purpoaea Groat 
Britain ahould havo an alternative tele- 
graphic routo to tho AuBtralian coloniea. 
He ia fully alive to the importance of 
having as nearly aa possible a route 
through BritiBh territory and under aeas 
over which Britiah eupremaoy can bo easily 
maintained. 

The Earl of Jorsey, it U not hard to Bee, 
ia a fervid but highly rational Imperial 
Foderatiouiat. Ho wanta to havo Great 
Britain and hor depondonoiea moro closely 
united than they aro at present and he 
looka with a favorable eye on any policy or 
any project that ia at all calculated to faoll 
itato the accomplishment of that objeot 
Ho is Bure that "it is within tho power of 
Groat Britain to sottlo tho direction of their 
trado aud the current of their eontimonta for 
mauy generations. Such an opportunity 
may not Boon occur aa the sands of time run 
down quickly. There la an impatience for 
aation whioh would bo tried by delay and 
moat Badly diaappointed by indifferonco to 
the propoaalfl now brought forward." Tho 
delay haa, ao far, dono no harm. Empire 
building ia nocoaaarily alow work, but intel 
ligenb Imporial Federationlata havo no tea 
son to be discouraged at tho progress they 
havo already made. ThlB report of Lord 
Jersey ia a eort of mileatono on the road to 
Imperial union and allows in a striking man 
ner how far the good cauao has advanced. 



UNFAIR OR I TIG ISM. 

It is tho easiest thing in tho world to show 
that an opponent has miaropresonted that 
tera or falsified figures if wo quolo him aa 
having Baid what he did not say, and ub 
making calculations which ho did not mako. 
Thia ia what tho Timea doea with reaped to 
Sir Charlea H. Tupper, It accuaos tho Min- 
iator of Marino of having been ao foolish aa 
to attempt to falsify figurea and to mislead 
hia audience, hut it has not tho honesty to 
quote his language or to reproduce hiB Gg 
urea. This ia the paaaogo of the Miniater'a 
speech which tho Times protends to criti- 
ciso : 

Lot mo provo my assertion that we havo 
not been a party for high tariff or exceeaivo 
taxation. These roaulta are interesting, if 
tho calcuhtiona are not, and thoy will show 
you whether or not vto havo enormously in- 
creased tho taxation. Our friepda have been 
in tho habit of tolling you that tho taxes 
havo run up from twenty-three milliona to 
thirty eight milliona. No well informed 
Liberal in the world would tako mo into bin 
confidence aud tell mo in private that be be- 
liovos in it, but that ia what thoy Hay. Now 
thoro aro taxeB, and there ia revenue thai 
ia not taxca. Tako the poat cilice for in 
Btanco ; there ia a revenue from that that 
can in noway ho termed taxes. There ia a 
sorvico rondored and a charge made for it, 
und no ono will or can call that iuxpb. There 
are the receipte for tho exciso, the lines, the 
publio railways, recoipta from various 
sources, and in no country In tho World that 
I know of are thoy termed an taxes, Thoy 
aro, as I said, returns for work done or 
services rondored. In 1891 we raised 
altogether 137,393,373, and in 1875 
$23,713,071. Now, according to Mr. 
Lauder, that shows a diroct increase in the 
taxeB of no Iobs than thirteen milliona of 
dollars. Thoy say that ia a terrible increase. 
Follow mo for a moment and y"U will Boo 
that it ia nothing of tho kind. Tho custoina 
recoipts in 1875 were $16,351,011 inatood of 
82:1,000,000 aa our frionds would havo you 
boliovo, and in 1894 tho revenue from tho 
cuBtoma waa SI 9, 198,5-16 Thia Ib an 
increase of throo mill ens instead of 
thirteen millions aa our frionda would toll 
you. This ia a long period of years, from 
1875 to 1891, and tho excess of expenditure, 
I should again remind you, haa been mado 
up of tho receipts from poBt ollieea, public 
railway!), exciao and tho like. Tho popula- 
tion of Canada at tho loweat oatimato in 
1875 waa tour millions, and in 1891, u b the 
vory loweat eatimate, it was live milliona. 
Aro not those fair figures to take ? The 
doublo extremeB? The taxation by tho cua- 
toma in 1875 waa in round numbora fifteen 
millions and in 1891 nlnoteon millions, or in 
othor worda tho taxation by tbo cuatoma in 
1875 waa $,') 84 por hoad and in 1891 tho 
taxation waa also ?.'t 84 por head. I havo 
given my figurea in tho light of day, I havo 



made m y calculations, and ib Bhowa a re- 
markable result, and you can bear lb in mind 
when you B ro told by Mr. Laurler and hiB 
party how terribly high tho taxation is and 
that v?o havo increased ib bo wonderfully. 

Nothing oan bo clearer than thia. Tho 
object of the Minister waa tn ahow that tho 
National policy— tho peculiar policy of the 
present Government and of tho parly which 
Bupporta it— -had not greatly increased tho 
burden ot taxation In order to do this ho 
compared tho revonuo from oustoma of 
tho years indioated by Mr. Laurier. He 
aaid that n,c revenue from cuatoms in 1875 
Wae $15,351,011 and that tho recoipta from 
the name source in 1891 — tho datea are im- 
portant—are $19 198,54(1 Tho difference is 
§,'! 847,53") aud nob $13,680,302 as the 
Liberal loader tried to make it. 
Now lot u» teat theso figurea aa far 
as thoy Can bo teBted by tho Statistical 
Yoar Book for 189.'1 Wo find by that book 
that tho oufltotnB receipts for 1875 were 
Sl5,!l51,011 ; tho Public Accounts for the 
yoar endit g 1894 aro not yet out, but tho 
statement of rovenuo published by authority 
showB that tbo cuatoma recoipta for that 
yoar wore £19,847,5.'15. Nothing is easier 
than to verify theso figurea. Anyone who 
Will go to tho troublo of comparing them 
With the (iguroa from official aources will 
find that jt ia the accusation of tho 
Times that ia faleo and not tho 
figurea of the Miniater tf Marine. Thcro 
ia no misleading in the passage. 
Nothing could bo cloaror und plainer than 
tho Miniater'a atatomonta. What the Times 
does in or^.r to chow that Sir Charles H. 
Tupper haa falsified figures iB to quoto 
figures for yeara different from thoao which 
ho took, and to mako ita calculations on a 
different ba"io- It takes 1S78 instead of 
1875 to start from, and ends with 1893 in- 
stead of IS94, and then, instead of com- 
paring tho cuatoma rovenue of ono year with 
the custonia revenue of tho other, it takes 
the roven uo derived from tho exciao and 
other sources and adda it to the cuatoma re- 
ceipts, aud then haa tho impudence to aay 
that Sir C, H. Tupper falsified tho iiguroa. 
Such a trick ' 8 unworthy of anyone who de- 
airea to bu considered a fair controveraialiet. 
Tho Times knowa that tho figureB quotod 
by the Minister wero absolutely correct, und 
the conclusion ho arrived at indubitably 
legitimate, 

THE PRESENT CRISIS. 

Aa there is a good deal of speculation aa 
to the oou r BO which tho Govornor-Gonerol 
will take i n tho matter of selecting a Primo 
Miniater to succeed Sir John Thompson, it 
Will not perhaps bo out of placo to quote 
what Mr. J. G. Bourinot, who is the great- 
eat living authority on constitutional law 
and parliamentary procedure in the Domin- 
ion, says about the condition of things in 
a orieifl like tho present and about the posi- 
tion ooJupiod by the Govornor-Gonoral. Mr. 
Bourinot Bays : 

The political head of tho cabinet or minis- 
try is known aa tho primo minister or 
premier — a titlo totally unknown to the 
Written law, and only rocognized by the 
convontion a of tho constitution It is ho 
who iB first called upon by the governor- 
general to form the advisory body known as 
tho ministry. Hia death, diamiasal or resig- 
nation dissolves ipso facto tho ministry and 
it ianecea8ary that tho representative of the 
sovereign should chooBO another publio man 
to fill hia place and form a new administra- 
tion. * * This personal choice of the 
representative of the aovereign haa ita lim- 
itations, eince tho govornor-general must be 
guided by txiating political conditions. He 
niuat obooao o man who Is able to form a 
ministry likely to poaBosa tho oonfidonce uf 
parliament. * * When a mlniatry ia de- 
feated in parliament ita members muat re- 
sign their respoctivo ollieea of atato unleaa the 
political conditions aro auch as to justify 
tho governor general to grant them an ap- 
peal to tho pooplo. When, howover, they 
are prepared to givo way to a new govern 
mont, they only remain in offico until thoir 
aucceaaora tt ro appointed. Up to that time 
they ahoulj carry on tho work of their de- 
partmenta. If tho political body known as 
tho cabinet or miniatry ia dissolved, ' IpBO 
facto, by tho death, reaignation or diamiasal 
of" tho chief miniater, the heads of depart- 
ments continue to hold office until they are 
asked to retire or continue in office by the 
now premier. * * When there is 
a reconatruction of a cibinot, on tho death 
or reaignation of a premier, no ro-election ia 
neccBaary in tho caao of tlioBO departmental 
beads who continue to hold ollico in tho 
government, though it may bo a now gov- 
ernment. in u political Bonae.

'^lie Several Matters Which Will En- 
gage His Attention for the Next 
Few Daya. 

School Results to Determine Future 
Plans— Conipauy for Westminster 
—The New Hi lie. 



Major-Goneral Horbort arrived last night 
on hia long expected official visit. Ho ia 
accompanied by his Aido do-Camp, Capt. 
Strcatfoild ; Col, Lake, Quartermaster- 
General ; and Capt. Evans, of tho Royal 
Canadian Dragoono — tho permanent cavalry 
at Winnipeg. At Vancouver Gonoral Hor- 
bort waa met by Lieut.-Col. Petora, D.A.G. 
for this district, and Major Townley, who 
commands the company of garriaon artillery 
there. Col, Petora camo over on tho 
stoamer with tho party, and at tho wharf 
hero th'jy were mot by Lieut Col. Prior, 
M.P., commanding tho B.C G.A., anil 
Lieut.-Col. Rawstorne, R.M A , who 
escorted tho viBitorB to tho carriages in 
waiting to tako them to their cosy quarters 
at the Dallas hotel, whoro they will stay for 
the three or four daya to bu epent in Vio- 
toria. 

To a ropreaontativo of tho Colonist laet 
evening General Herbert said ho had no 
special business to tranBact here, hia trip 
being that which in ordinury courao ho ex 
peeled to make a few months ago, hut which 
was unavoidably postponed. Col. Lake now 
makes his firat visit ainco hia appointment 
to his present offijo, which iuvolveB the 
charge and inspection of tho military atorea 
of the Dominion. 

To night tho General will attend at tho 
drill hall to witness tho proceedings of the 
Bchool of instruction which hue been in pro- 
gress there for nearly three months una has 
now almost run its full course. If tho re- 
sults of this school provo to bo as satisfac- 
tory as expected, ho Bays, other classes on 
tho eamo plan will bo opened from timo to 
time when officers or men are prepared to 
attend. 

General Herbert expressed the hope that 
something can bo done bhortly in the way of 
reorganizing a company of artillery at West- 
minster, as he considers that thut place is a 
good location for a company and should bo 
ablo to keep up ono if established. Ho did 
not contemplate taking any immediate action 
with reapoct to tho tlesire to havo a com- 
pany at Nanaimo, and had not planned to 
go there on thia trip. 

As to the arm of the force, to 
modernize which General Herbert has 
been untiring in his efforts ainoe 
taking charge in Canada, he was hopeful 
that the Martini-Motford might bu issued to 
at least aomo of tho corpa next year. The 
reports on the practicoa made by 
rtqueac a few weebB ago, by well 
know riflemen in Eaatern Canada, have 
been very satisfactory. He had not over- 
looked Britiah Columbia in sending out tho 
rifles for thtso testa, but its great distance 
from Ottawa und tho time and expense in- 
volved in sending urme nnd receiving re- 
ports had made it advisable not to cull for 
any from this part of tho Dominion. It is 
safo to Bay that whon the now rifle ia iauied 
tho British Columbia militia will not bd by 
any mesne tho last to bo supplied with it. 
Tho rifles first prepared, and thoao with 
which tho tests were made, were sighted for 
tho ordinary powder with which tho cart- 
ridges were loaded, but it having been de- 
cided that cordite thaU bo tho explosive 
used for the future the r.fles will have to be 
re-sighted, and thia work ia going on at 
present. 

General Herbert will bo kept woll occu- 
pied during hia atay horo in tho examination 
of tho armoriea and equipment of tho B. C. 
B G. A., the barracks of tho Royal Artil- 
lery and Iinginoers and the work in pro- 
gress in connection with the E-quimalt forti- 
fications. He ia a welcome visi,or, for the 
militia of Victoria aro fully impressed with 
tho idea that it ia to him they aro indebted 
for tho new life giver, to their corpa whon it 
waa raised to the proud position of having 
the greatest authorized Btrength of any in 
the Dominion ; and though no parade haB 
yet beon called for, aa tho school work hue 
provonted general drills, it is hoped that he 
will seo abundant evidence of endeavor to 
mako use of the advantages lately secured. 
Something about the personnel of the 
military vimtors ia in place hern. Major 
Generul Ivor Caradoc Herbert, C. B , ia an 
etlicor of tho Grenadier Guards; Colonel 
P> rcy Lake, a Canadian by birth, is a Major 
of tho Fast Lancashiro Regiment ; Captain 
V, Streatfeild, a Lieutenant in tho Gordon 
Highlanders, camo to Canada as A. D C. to 
General Middleton shortly before his resig- 
nation ; and Capt. T. D R. Evans won hia 
apura in the 43rd Riflea at Ottawa, of which 
ho wiib Adjutant for aeveral years before be- 
ing appointed to tho Canadian permanent 
corpa.

Mr. Hawks' Report 011 the Water 
works Drscusaed at a Special 
Meeting:. 



It Is Laid Over for Further Consiil 
eration-Want the British Muni- 
cipal Sy8tsm. 



A special mooting ot the city oounci 
waB libid last night, tho water education be 
ing tho priaoipal Bubject diacusaed. 

R. Dinsdale wrote offering to txeavate 
tho rook iu tho engine room, under the 
engine bed of tho power house, to tho 
depth of four feet bolow tho present lovol 
and rebuild with atone in cement to tho 
level of tho floor for §Ul20. 

Tho offer was accepted. 

R. B. McMlcking, city electrician, wrote 
expressing his regret at becoming so in 
nooently the occiBion of considerable 
warmth of expression at laBt meeting. He 
had thought tho council wore waiting for 
his report, and had no desire to be other 
wiao than fault leasly respootful in ita pro 
sentation. Koceivod and filed. 

H. Dallas Helmoken, M..P.P,, wroto that 
he would give the proposed amondmontB to 
tho municipal aot his best attontlon. He 
regrottod that tho council had not yet 
given an expression on the aot relating to 
tho government of cities. Received and 
filed. 

The water committeo recommended that 
G. W. Anderson'a proposition to leaao land 
at Elk lako bo rejected and that the water 
commissioner be empowored to expropriate 
the land. 

Ald. Mrs.N did not think that any hnato 
waB n quired in purchasing the watershed. 
The idea that it was neceatary to buy tho 
land to prevent the pollution of tho water 
was untenable. The filth on the watershed 
did not compare with tho filth at iho hot 
torn of the lakes. The peoplo of tho city 
wore entirely opposod to buying tho water- 
shed. 

Ai.d. DwTEB did not agroe with Aid. 
Munn. If the waterahod had been bought 
years ago it would have coat less than ah 
presont and to put off bujlng it cniy meant 
that in years to come the Ibnd would cost 
more. The opinion of Mr, Hawks and Mr, 
Wilmot was that tho purchaao of part of the 
watenhad waB absolutely necessary. 

His Worship remarked that what It was 
expected to buy now was not a very large 
quantity of land. 

Ald Humphrey said that most of the 
growl came from working men, yet the 
council could not set men to work clearing 
up land round the lake till the city owned 
some land to clear. Most of tho peoplo he 
had spoken to on the subject favored buying 
the land. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson was of opinion that 
it was unfortunate that the city had to pur- 
chose land, hut it waa a case of necessity 
and the longer they waited tho more they 
would have to pay. 

Ald Mc>"N said that only a few months 
ago an analysis was shown on the public plat- 
form, to prove that the water waB pure, now 
they were claiming the water waspollutecl. He 
could not Bee what good it would bo to buy 
the land. 

The Mayor thought the opinion of intel- 
ligent people waa favorable to buying the 
watershed as necessary to keep the water 
supply of the city free from pollution. 

Ald Md.nn believed the city ahould bo 
content with filtering the water instead of 
wasting money on a useless purchase of land. 

The report was adopted. 

The municipal electioDB regulation by-law 
was reconsidered and finally passed. 

A long report from A. McL. Hawks, 
C E , was read, giving his opinions on the 
beBt way of carrying out the waterworl a 
improvements and filtration. Tho report 
was sent in with the understanding that it 
waa to be conaidored confidential unless 
adopted. He offered for a sliding Bcalo of 
remuneration from 1 too per cent, to carry 
out tho work, tho latter for assuming the 
whole work, the former for conaultationa 

Testimonials tj Mr. Hawks' ability as a 
hydraulic engineer wore road from the Taco- 
ma Light and Water Co. and a number of 
others. 

Ald Harris objected to going over to 
the American side for an export. He 
thought that a oompeteLt man to look afior 
tha work could bo found on this aide. Mr. 
Smith, Mr. Keefer or Mr. \Vi!mot could do 
the work pertoctly well. 

Ald. MrjHN said it waa strange that Mr. 
Hawks in his report had not Bold whothir 
tho bad taste could bo removed from the 
water by filtration. 

Ald Keith -Wilson atatod that Mr. 
Hawks had said, when here, that if the 
wator wore properly filtered and the algae 
growing in the lako cleared away that bad 
taste would ba removed. 

Ald. Styles agreed with Aid. Harris that 
it was a miatuko to send ovor to the Staios 
for a man. 

After a long discussion as to whether Mr. 
Hawks' pUnB should be carried out, tho 
council finally laid tho question over till 
Monday nt^ht. 

The bill dealing with tho sovernment of 
cities, now before tho legislative assembly, 
W*s then taken up and read, 

Ald ViOEi.ioa did not beliovo in the 
people Dot having tho power to voto for 
the commissioners. Ho might favor com- 
missioners otherwiao, but ho was opposed to 
paying a 54,000 salary to the commissioners. 

ALD Mi nn moved " That tho council 
while commending tho carneBt desire of tho 
Premier to improve municipal government 
in tho 1'rovinco of British Columbia, is 
nevertheless of opinion that tho f jundors of 
our municipal legislation havo mado tho 
mistake cf following American rather than 
British modola ; that tho eystom is often 
nioro responsible for dofoota in tho carry- 
ing out of civic undertakings and civic ad- 
ministration generally than the indiv- 
idual composition of tho different councils ; 
that I he British system, as exemplified by 
tho city of Birmingham with its hoard of 
aldermen and common council, with tho 
legislative and executive functions of the 
city government thus separated the ouo from 
tho other, with t ta provision for tho reten- 
tion of experienced and capable mon in tho 
sorvico of tho city, tb.ua onturing cuntinuily, 
system and thoroughnesa to municipal work 
at a minimum of exponso, is greatly prefer- 
able to government by commissioner.; who 
obtain olli e by appointment, uuleaa, indoed, 
it is admitted that representative institu- 
tions aro a failuro and that tho peoplo are 
iuoapablo of regulating their own affairs." 

Ald. Dwyer favored tho resolution. Ho 
was opposed to tho ratepuytra not saying 
who should govoin tho expenditure. 

Ald. HUMPHREY was not auro whether 
tho method propoaod by Aid. Munn would 
work here. 

Ald LedinoiiAW believed that the desire 
for some change from tho presont system 
seemed to show that aldermen should be 
elected for a longer period than ono yoar. 
An alderman undor the present Bystem might 
bo just gst'.ing well to his work when 
tho end of hia yoar catno and ho would be 
kicked out. Ho thought perhaps it would

REVOLT RIPENING. 

Native Hawaliana Refuse to Pay 
Taxes to the Republican 
Government, 



Arms and Ammunition Smuggled Into 
the Islands for an Expected 
'Upriainjr. 



" Despite all sto i 'a to the contrary, there 
ia a Btcrm brewing in Hawaii that may ero 
long buret in revolution." That is the 
tituatiou as Bammed up in u few worda by a 
gentleman just ro.urned by the Warrimoo 
from the Sandwich Islands. 

"Ia the first place," he explained, "in 
spite of all preoptions taken by President 
Dale's government, arma in considerable 
ouantities have been smuggled into the is- 
lands. While I was there during the luat 
few days of Novembor 500 staud 
of arms dilappearcd and it was 
also reported that 'J,000 stand, with ammu- 
nition, chipped from T-icoma, had been 
smuggled into Sin Souci. The general 
feeling pervading all clasaeR, in spite of the 
assurance of the friends of tho present ad 
ministration, is that war will coma and that 
soon. The executive building-sat Honolulu 
are stroudy guarded, guns planted at the 
doors and otherB ia tho grouuds command- 
ing the approaahea, while soldiera parade 
about as thick aa flies and mounted police 
aro constantly to bo met. 

" Times havo not become better but 
worse commercially, for the roaaon that peo- 
ple feeling that thty aro liviug on tho verge 
of a volcano which may burst out at any 
moment, are suspicious of their fellows, and 
naturally tho royalists and adherents of the 
government koep us much aloof from each 
other aa possible. 

"One can easily understand that men 
formerly rich and in good positions under 
the Queen, hut now thrown out in the 
cold, and in many instances utterly 
impoverished, do not feel very friendly 
towards the ' missionary government,' ua 
President Dilo'a adminiatration is nick- 
named. Kvon amoDg tho many who aro not 
royalists, the government ia very unpopular, 
as it Is considered altogether too strict. 
The name 'missionary government' ex- 
plains itself, aa it simply means thit 
the missionary element oomrol it. During 
the Queen's timo she, it is said, spont some- 
thing liko $100,000 a year among iha trades- 
men, aa in addition to her allowance she 
had a largo private f jrtuuo. Her entertain- 
ments, dinners and other functions cauBed 
largo amounts of money to circulate, but 
that is allohangnd now, and President Dole, 
out of his Slli.OOO a year salary, docs not 
spend very much money and dotH not ap- 
prove of much gaiety, Business ia at u 
standstill. 

" Out on the other islands tho people are 
oven more unfriendly toA'urdB tho govern- 
ment. The 1 1 -.lives have takon up the schemoof 
refusing to pay tuxes and at Hawaii a num- 
ber of them have been arrested and put in 
prison for refusing to pay up All the time 
the discontent is growing and it is only by 
force of arms and tho utmost vigilance that 
the government can koep their position. 

" The army I do not consider a very re- 
liiblooue. It is mailo up principally of mer- 
cenaries— n-en who struck tho country 
broke and have enlisted for thu sake of got 
ting a living of some kind. They receive 
$-10 a month or at least woro getting that 
last month. There wan troublo in 
the army at the beginning of the 
preseut month. The men oonolud 
od they woro not getting enough pay, 
an 1 th<> strange spectacle Ol an army ' 01, 
Btrike ' wi.s the result. Tho men demanded 
$00 a month, but whether thoy got it or not 
I do not know, as tho government Hettlod 
tho mutter in enmo way but did not let u 
word leak out as to whethor or not thoy ao- 
ceded to tho men's demands. I rather 
fancy thoy did, however, and that waa the 
general impression. 

" Another worry for tho f/overnm<nt was 
a little difficulty with tho Portuguese. At 
tho time tho government got tho upper hand 
they auppliod a lot of Portuguese wiili arms 
to aid in keeping the poaco. Tho Portu- 
guese, however, after a whilo cumo to tho 
c mtlusion they woro not well treated and 
their armB now have disappeared — g mo to 
increase tho natives' secrot armament in pre- 
paration for tho expected revolt. 

" Whon tho Warrimoo left, Honolulu on 
the f>-h, II. M.S. Hyacinth was tho only 
warship in port and she was expected to go 
on a short cruiao next duy. A general im- 
pression prevailed that advantage would be 
taken of her absence for a general rising of 
royaliats, as that would be a favorable timo. 
I don't think vory muoh rosistunco would ho 
made by tho urmy for imst of tho mon, 
though thn'y dou'c object to doing ordinary 
duty, would not, I imagine, fool vory koon 
about fighting for tho pay thoy got, and 
don't caro much whether or not tiio govorn- 
mont bo overthrown."

Marquis of P.ipon, secretary of tho Colonial 
Oliice has given repeated expressions of hiB 
regret, i>nrt with Sir Charles Tupper, Sir 
Robert Mead and all the leading oilicials of 
t he government e dices, will go to tho re- 
quiem maBa in St. James' church to mor- 
row. Earl Kimberly, Secretary of tho 
Foreign Office ; Rb. Hon. Herbert Afquith, 
of the Home Office ; Ht. Hon. Campbell 
Ilinnerman, Secretary of the War OIIi;o, 
and Lord Spencer huvo signified their in- 
tention to bo present, and Lord Rosebery, 
Lord Herechel, Rt. Hons. John and Arnold 
Morley aro expected also to attond tho sor- 
vico in the Dime of Her Msjjsfy's ministers. 
Chief Jmtice Russell and Sir Richard Web- 
ster, who became well acquainted with the 
lato Premier during tho ISehring sea arbi- 
tration, have arranged so that they cm 
attend the mass. 

At the Dominion offices to-day there 
wereecoreo of Cillers who wished co leave 
expression tf sympathy with Sir John's for- 
mer political associates. Tho Karl of Jer- 
aoy, Groat Britain's delegato to tho Ottawa 
conference, spoke at length with tho Mar- 
quis of Ripou", who called (lliciallyat tho 
satna time, telliDg of Sir John's earneBt 
work in preparing tho way for tho Chtawa 
meeting and praising tho soundness of his 
ideas as to the relations of the 
colonies to the mother country. Tho 
Earl of Derby and Lord Mount Stophen 
woro among tne thipy other peers who 
visited tho Dominion offices. Joseph 
Chamberlain, leader of tho Liberal Union- 
ists in the House of Commons, uud some 
fifteon other oommonors of less conspicuous 
runk, called between 3 and 5 o'clock. Be- 
sides the numerous departmental officials 
who left their cards almost without pauee 
from noonduy, representatives of all tho 
colonial agencies, of tho Canadian bunkB and 
mercantile lirma doing business in Loudon 
were received by Sir Charles Tuppst's repre- 
sentatives. The council of the Colonial In 
Btitute has telegraphed tho Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada their request to convov to the 
family of the late Sir John Thompson and 
tho pooplo of Canada generally, an expres- 
sion of their sympathies and condolenco. 
Many societies whoso objects are coloniil or 
aro connected with colonial interests, have 
called meetings to bo hold on Friday and 
Saturday evenings, whon resolutions of ro- 
grot and sympatny will bo passed. 

Sir Charles Tupper said to-duy, aftor 
speaking of tho romarkublo impression 
which Sir John'a death had produced in 
England : " His untimely doath is felt 
keenly hero and ia deplored by everybody 
interested in the question of colonial devel- 
opment. In Canada ho will bo mourned by 
all parties. His integrity, ability and high 
character wero recognized and respected 
throughout the whole Dominion. HiB 
country is plungod in universal mourning." 

Tho Marquis of Breadalbane, who helped 
to caro for Sir John aftor his first paroxyam 
at the cuBtlo, called at tho Palace hotel, 
Kousingtor, laut evening, and gavo tho 
news of his death to Mrs. Sanford, who hud 
been Sir John's and Miss Thompson's 
hostess sinco thoir arrival in Eagland. 
Prom the hotel he went to the rosidenco of 
the Princess Louise, who while her husband) 
tho Marquis of Lorne, was Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, was a personal friend of tho 
Thompson family. Tho Princess was 
shocked severely by tho announcement of 
his death. She bus sent a despatch of con- 
dolence to L uly Thompson, and will send 
her a consolatory letter. Tho Marquis of 
Lomo also is understood to have sent an ex- 
pression of hiB sympathy to Sir John's 
widow. 

Lord Chief Justice Russoll said in an in- 
torviow with tho (Jnitod Press correspond- 
ent to-day : " 1 Haw Sir John Thompson ua 
roccntly aa Dec. '.). Ho spoke of his health 
as being somewhat impaired, but said that 
his doctor hero had advised comploto roat 
which would onBure his entire recovery. 
It was evident that Sir John himself had 
confidence in tho doctor's advice and itB 
ultimate benefit. He had intended to dine 
with me on Doc. 17, when he was to 
meet 15 iron do Courcol. I first met Sir 
John during tho sitting of tho Behring sea 
commission and from tho first waa greatly 
impressed with his broad, good aonso and 
oiiHtiontly judicial mind. He was rather 
roticont, but of a genial and kindly nature 
I know that tho lato Lord Hannen shared 
my views with regard to him. Long before 
tho business of the commission was iinishi d, 
Lord II moon expressed tho highest opinion 
of Sir John's ubility and frequently after- 
wards spoke of tho grout value of his pres- 
ence with tho commission." 

Mr. Charles Russoll, aon of Lord Russoll 
and a member of the firm of Day & RubscII, 
who wero solicitors on behalf of Groat 
Britain in tho Behring sea arbitration com- 
mission, suid in an intorviow to day : " I 
saw Sir John Thompson on tho morning of 
December 11, when wo took brcakfaBt to 
gother at the Westminster Palace hotel, Ho 
seemed to bo well." Mr. Russoll added that 
ho, with others who oamo in oontaot with Sir 
John during tho 1'ariB arbitration, had boon 
impreaaod with Ida breadth of view and 
sound practical judgment, his suggestions 
always had groat practical valuo, Mr. Rus- 
soll said, and woro givon in a kindly and 
courteous manner. Of all tho mon ho had 
mob in connection with tho Behring 
sea sottlemont nono had made upon 
him a more agrooablo improaalon of 



broad intelligence and gonial temperament. 

Tho Earl of Jersey, Croat Britain's dolo- 
gato to tho Intercolonial conference in Ot- 
tawa, said In an intorviow this evening : " I 
am completely overcome ; I can hardly re- 
alizo tho loss of tho man who, during my 
short stay in Canada, I learnod to like and 
respect fully. Sir John did much to draw 
Canada and Greut Biituin togother. Ho 
left his impress upon tho politics of tho 
Dominion. His principles did not dio with 
him. Tho Empire must lament deeply the 
death of so great a man aB ho." 

Sir John was to have opened tho Ontario 
section of the Imperial Institute The com- 
mitteo in charge of the arrangements mot 
til ia evening to make the change of plan 
necessitated by his death, and on tho mo- 
tion of Sir Henry Tyler passed a resolution 
of hourtfolt sympathy with the Canadian 
government and people. Among those at- 
tending tho meeting wero tho agents of New 
South Wales, Now Zealand and South Aus- 
tralia. A despatch from Sir Charles Tup- 
per Raid that ho had been obliged to return 
to Windsor and hud been detained. 

Lord Herschell, the Lord Chancellor, pre- 
sided at tho mcotiDg of tho Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council to day. Ho 
spoke at length of Sir John's sudden death 
aud the paitiful shock that it had given his 
many friends in Great Britain and the 
Colonies. " It is an especially heavy loss," 
he said, " to the country which ho served eo 
faithfully, intelligently and successfully. I 
desire, on behalf of mysolf aud my col- 
loaguoa, to express dscp sympathy with tho 
government and people of Canada. We 
asaociatn oureolvea with them in their 
torrow." 

Hon Elward Biake, M.P., thanked the 
Lord Chancellor for his tribute of respect, 
whioh ho said Canadiana would rocoivo with 
gratitude. 

MrB. Sanford and her daughter wont to 
Wiodsor on the invitation of tho Qjeen last 
evoning and wero presented by Sir Charles 
Tupper to Her Majesty, who talked with 
them a long time concerning Sir John 
Thompson and his family. They romained 
at tho caatle over night and came back to 
London with Miss Thompson on tho funeral 
train. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News Bays tho Englishmen and Cana 
diuns iu Paris regrot deeply Sir John's 
doath. The dispatch BayB : "Ilia ill 
health dated from tho sittings of tho 
I'ohrlnc Sea court. Tho woather was ex- 
tremely hot and trying and the room was 
not ventilated. It was either a cascado of 
Boroas or till' d with exhausted air. More- 
over, the endless feasting could not ho re- 
fused and Sir John and his wife, although 
grateful for tho attontiona, wero glad to got 
away." 

Mrs. Sanford to-day confirmed tho report 
that Sir John had complained much recently 
<.f his health. He scorned to think it wub 
difficult to diagnose his ailment, she Buid, 
sometimes ho thought it was heart disease, 
B'ltnotimos an afieution of tho kidnoys. The 
ate.fi" at the Dominion offices wero terribly 
overworked all day. Cablegrams from Can- 
ada and telegrams from England poured in 
inccsuantly until the offices closed and tho 
lino of callora was almost continuous. 
Whilo in London Sir John whs a daily 
visitor thoro. Ho remained at tho offices a 
long time on tho afternoon of tho eleventh 
and transacted business with Sir Charles 
Tupper. 

The spocial train from Windsor arrived 
at tho Paddington station shortly after two 
o'clock. It was met by several subordinate 
( tlicials from tho Dominion offices and rep 
resontatives of tho Croat Western Railway, 
besides a small group of Sir John's social 
friends, Tho body was romovod Immediately 
to the hearse, which awaited it justoutBide the 
atation, and was conveyed to the embalmers 
without deluy. Tho Queon's wreaths and 
other flowers were takon in a carriage to St. 
James church. Sir John's friends and ac- 
quaintances who hail aomc to London with 
tho body otood with uncovored heads whilo 
tho coffin was carried along the platform. 
Aftor tho hcurso waa driven off thoy parted, 
Bomo to remain in town for tho requiem 
services to-morrow, others to roturn to 
Windsor. Among tho Iuttor w.i*s SirChurles 
Tapper. 

ARMKNIAN MASS4.CRES. 

England and Russia to Be Allowed a Free
